But, commercially speaking, 
one-tenth pait of the labor aud expense 
required to make the Chicago riv er what 
it is, would render San Antonio capable 
of harboring tho bulk of the craft plj- 
ing on tie ocean itself. The future of 
this conuitionis not distant—it is only 
a question of i veiy abort time. It is 
a future that we vull largely realizo iu- 
sido of five years nt farthest. Popula- 
tion and wealth and power are being 
angumeuted nt an unpiecedented lato 
upon tho scene described, aud the only 
trouble experienced is in keeping count 
o! the progress iu question. The aiticle 
referred to is n good one to cut out ami 
presene .iu one's memorandum book, 
as a basis for operations in Oakland imd 
vicinity.

The Good Work Progressing— I'nill- 


mlnlalked Effect* of the present 


Excitement— The Tubemuclo 


Filled to Overflowing— 


Latest Proceeding*. 


The morning meeting was yesterday 


presided over by the Eev. Dr. Eells, 
who rend a lesson from John xv, and 
commented theroou. A praise meeting 
followed, in which nmuy participated. 


The tabernacle was even tuora crowd-
